ROW KNITTING

Bias knitting 



B ias knitting, which can also 
sometimes be called diagonal 
knitting, is produced by repeatedly 
decreosing at one ed^ ot the 
knitting and Increasing at the opposite 
edge to create a piece of knitting that 
leans either to the left or right. The direction 
the knitting leans depends on which end 
the decreases/lncreases are worked. 
Assuming the decreases/increases are 
worked on right side rows, if the decreases 
are worked at the beginning of the row the 
piece will lean to the left: if they are worked 
at the end of the row the piece will lean to 
the right. 

The rows of knitting can be marje to tun 
diagonally rrDther than horizontally which 
changes the way the fabric drapes and 
when used in garments Is very flattering to 
rrx)st body shapes. You can also use this 
technique to knit a biros strip as an edging, 
which works well on garments with curved 
edges as the bias ship vrill shetch around 

Bios knitting Is most frequently worked In 
garter stitch as shown in Sample T but It 
can also be worked In other stitch patterns. 
The whole piece can be knitted on the 
bias or just a section of the piece. Sample 
2. which Is the same pattern os used In the 
Bias lumper that I hrove designed for this 
issue (page 24), has a mock cable eyelet 
rib pattern along one edge of a larger 
stocking stitch piece. For the bios section 
the decreases are worked immediately 
after the p2 of the rib pattern and the 
increases are worked 1 stitch ih from the 
other edge so the bias section Is |ust the 
stocking stitch section. ► 
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HOW TO 



Short row knitting 



The other shaping technique used in the 
lumper porttem is short tow knitting. Short tow 
knitting is often used tor shaping shouider 
slopes to give a better seam tinish or to odd 
bust darts to a garment. In this jumper the 
short row shaping has been used to create 
the lower dIagorKil line by knitting tewer rows 
on one side of the piece In a graduating 
line across to the other side of the piece. 

The short rows are worked on put rows for 
the Back and knit raws for the Front so that 
both lower body pieces hove the same 
diagonal line. 

Image 1 Working short row shaping at the 
end of a knit row in groups of 3 sittches: knit 
to the last 3sts. slip the next stitch from the 
left to the right needle (os If to purl), bring the 
yam forward between the 2 needles and. 
keeping the working yam down out of the 
way, slip the stitch bock to the left needte. 

Image 2 Take the yam bock between the 
needles so It wraps around the base of the 
stitch and Is in the correct place to work the 
next row. Turn the knitting and put to the 

Continue working 3 stitches less each knit 
row. There virill appear to be a small gap 
between the last 2sts and the wrapped 
stitch so when counting stitches in groups 
of 3 remember to count the wrapped stitch 
with its ether 2 stitches rxjt the next group. 

Image 3 Once the short rows ore 
completed you need to knit one more 
row over all the stitches so you can neaten 
the wraps to give a smooth finish on the 
knit side. To do this knit to the fiist wrapped 
stitch. Put the point of the right needle under 
the wrap and Into the stitch It Is wrapped 
around so you can knit the 2 loops together. 
Knit to the next wrapped stitch and again 
knit the wrap with the stitch. Repeat this on 
every wrap stitch to the end of the row. 

Image 4 Working short row shaping on purl 
rows again purl to the last 3 stitches, slip the 
next stitch to the rtght needle and take the 
yam bock between the needles. SBp the 
stitch back to the left needle and bring the 
yam forward between the needles again so 
it wrraps the base of the stitch and is In the 
correct place to work the next row. Turn the 
knitting arKi knit to the erxt of the row. 



Image 5 Once al the short rows have 
been worked on the purl side ogain you 
hove to work a purl row over all the stitches 
to neaten up the wraps. Purl ta the first 
wrapped sittch. you want to moke the knit 
side of the fabric look smooth so you need 
to lift the wrap from the knit side onto the 
point of the left needle... 

Image 6 . . .and then purl the 2 loops 
together. You may find the wrap forms a 
loop on the purl skle but as this Is not visible 
on the knit side It Is OK. You should be left 
with a nice smooth line of stitches on the 
knit side of the fabric.

Intarsla. lace work etc. In many rJIffeient 
yams but have noticed that some 
patterns refer to casting on using the 
thumb method, 1 hove no Idea how to do 
this-someinstructionswouldbegrecit- 
ond why Is this method used? Your advico 
would be greatly appreciated.

A When a lot of us learn to knit for the 
first time we tend to favour whichever 
cast on method we're shown by whoever 
passes the craft on to us. While sticking 
to this one method rrKiy suit some for 
the rest of their knitting days. It's always 
interesting to learn new and different 
cast on techniques. The hwo needle or 
cabled cast on gives a very firm edge 
well suited to ribbed edges, while the 
thumb method Is worked using just one 
needle and gives a more elastic edge. 

It works very well on fabrics such os 
garter and moss stitch and the elasticity 
means It's portlculaity good for cotton 
yams and others ttKit txive little to no 
stretch. Since Martin Skyey's cardigan 
begins with three tiers of bell edging In 
Rowan's mercerised Cotkm Glace It's 
definitely a technique worth mastering 
so here's a step by step gufcle: 

• Measure out about 2cm (tlnj of yam 
fry erjch stitch you want to cost on. 

At this point make a slip knot and 
plac» It on the knitting needle 
• ‘Hold the needle and the end of 
the yam attached to the bal in the 
right hand then wrap the other
